PLANTS THAT CATCH FLIES. 


In both kinds the leaves are covered all 
over with what for corvenience we may 
compare to crimson hairs, but which are not 
hairs, being too thick and fleshy, each of 
which is tipped with a tiny knob. This knob 
is surrounded with a clear sucky fluid like 
gum. This gum the flies and small moths 
mistake for honey.

It is not a little curious that many 
towns almost built on the surfaces of huge 
coal veins suffer most in winter from a 
very unpleasant acquain!ance with a lack 
of fuel supply. If we may judge from 
the pages of the Medicine Hat limes, 
our neighbors at “The Hat" are pretty 
much in the sume fix as ourselves in this 
respect, and we may say with our con- 
temporary, “Why peopl will never 
guard against such « crisis is difficult to 
conceive.” “Mines,” says the Times, “are 
only located about six miles distant, yet 

“ ahalfa ton of coal ata time is consid- 
ered the greatest blessing on earth.” 
Calgary's nearest coal mines are not much 
farther off than those of Medicine Hat, 
but little good the fact, up to this, has 
doneus. As usunl, everybody has his 
own say on the matter, but the real pinch 
seéms to cowe in from the absence of 
local coal merchants with sufficient en- 
terprise and capital to meet the severest 
cold spells of our bracing  win- 
ters. Storing 1 few tons occasionally 
in alittle coal shed, and then cursing 
railroad companies because they do not 
put on freight trains at the first per- 
ishing bawl, is not exactly tke thing 
We would consider ita great favor indeed 
for the C. P. R. to remember us in pov_ 
erty and distress of fucl, but if they can- 
Mot see their way to confer special obhi- 
gations of this kind little is to be gained 
by laying the whole cause of coal .fam- 


fees, attheisdoor. One thing is certain, 
however. ‘The householder who makes 


no provision beforehand in the way of 
fuel for the winter, and depends on the 
merchant who orders a carload when 
orders enough to fill five cars are in his 
hande, is very apt to keep his stove warmn 
by whatever little caloric is left in his 
own shivering body, and the coal famine 
of 1887-88 will be gloriously repeated 
here in 1888-89 unless greater enterprise 
in the coal-merchant business is estab- 
lished.

Since the war many thousands of 
Florida beeves have been transported 
across the Gulf of Mexico to the Cuban 
soarkets. In one year 22,000 head were 
eldest to that island. There are!

the State. The manner of managing 
the half-wild cattle iv Florida is a mat- 
ter of astonishment to those unac- 
quainted with the business. The task

lies for a long and ious service.
